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NOTICE AND ORDER

Connecticut General Statutes Section (Conn. Gen. Stat.) § 4-176(a) provides that any person may
petition an agency, or an agency may on its own motion initiate a proceeding for a declaratory
ruling “as to the validity of any regulation, or the applicability to specific circumstances of a
provision of the general statutes, a regulation, or a final decision on a matter within the
jurisdiction of the agency.” Pursuant to Section 4-176(a) of the Connecticut General Statutes, the
Department of Housing (“DOH”) on its own motion initiates this proceeding for a declaratory
ruling as to the applicability to specific circumstances of provisions of the general statutes and
regulations governing the State of Connecticut Rental Assistance Payments (“RAP”) Program.

Specifically, it is ordered that:

1) The Department of Housing will issue a declaratory ruling limited to the following
question(s):

e s aRAP participant whose request to transfer a RAP certificate for use in
connection with a dwelling unit located outside of the State of Connecticut is
denied entitled to an administrative hearing pursuant to Regulations of the
State of Connecticut § 17b-812-14?

e Under the relevant statutes and regulations, can a RAP subsidy be used in
connection with a dwelling unit located outside of the State of Connecticut?

2) Written submissions of additional evidence and/or written legal argument in connection
with the questions enumerated in Item 1 of this order may be submitted to DOH by
December 2, 2022.
